This Special Report pro vi des an overvie-,/ of terrorism in 
Argentina; significant ttevelopwiits since the death of President Juan D. 
Perón on 1 July 1974 are snphasízed. For a coiflplete analysis of the 
oroblem in historical perspective, see AFOSI's Special Report entitled 
"insurgancv 1n Latín America" dated June 1974, In focusinq on the bitter 
struggle between leftist terrorista and regí ene security insfcriments, 
stress has been placed on hoví terrorisn affeets the U.S. orssence in 
Argentina.

AN OVERVIEW 


Terrorlsm in Arpentlna is a i ajnr aatíunal issue. Violsnce- 
arone orouos opoosed to the reglme of President Isabel Mertinez de Percjn 
ard her ^.asputln-llke adviser* José Looez Hega* olaoue the country :ñzh 
bombinqs, attacks on oolice and militar;/ fortes, kidnaoings and assassi- 
nations. I*íhiie these terrorlst actions do not Ifnnediately threaten th® 
goyern.nent‘s viabilitv, they heve provoked a serles of inajor governmental 
counter^reasures. Five tbousand níiitary neo no\í are conducting ooerati?ns 
acainst terrorIsts In the Tucuman area of nort^H*/est Argentina. Federal 
and provincial pólice forces are relentlessly atte^íioting to neutral ize 
terrorist elenents. Conolenienting thesa overt rerifne initiatives ís 
the Argentine Anti-Cormjr-sc Alllánce (AAA), a clÉndastine extra-lecal 
collection of assassinaticn teams enc^uraced by soné Argentina goveroínant 
officials. Recent successes by thess dfsoarate reoi.Te secunty instru- 
inents have apparently thrcvín son® of the terrorist orouos off^balarce, 
causini then to rstrench and assure ar. essentially d^fenslve costure/ 

Argentina*s political systeí* bas been unable to intenrct® sui- 
cessfully forces noliticized a.nd then inleasned bv Juan 0. Perón ir th¡ 
late forties and early fifties; this failure lies at the root of that 
countrv's present ramoant oolítical violence. Follov;ina Peron’s ojster 
by the Argentino inilitary in 1955 two strands of ^rgentfne terron'sr 
cvolved. both convoosed of oersons violsntly onposed in varying tíegrsss 
to tha política! and econcnic policías of succaeding military znd ci vi Han 
gcY9rnf'’.ants. ^larxist grotps have cleshed with Feronists as \iall as tra- 
riitloníl Arcentine political partios in uroinc a fundamental restrj:tu'lng 
of society. !n thoir víc>.j, Peronism fails te satisfy the basic neads of 
the ration's msses, v/ho are ranipuloted to serve the interests of orivi- 
leoed laho^ jnions and the cojntry's *H^dernl 2 Íng sHte. These self-stvled 
llarxists have been influenced by forsign models of change, esoeciallv the 
Cubar» experiencc. Radical Peronist grouns, ir contrast, cling to the 
nationalist rhetoric and synbols of the Perón era; by so doinn, they tend 
to enjoy a broader base of popular supnort. Since President Juan ^eron‘s 
death In Jjlv 1974, his vnfe‘s increasingly rlgíitist orientation has cut 
many links betv.'een radical and orthodox Peronists; but the basic d1chot*n 
between Marxist and Perarr'st terrorists still holds true. 

Today, the Marxisl Peoole*s Revolutionary /Innv (ERP) and the 
.Montoneros, a radical Pc-ronist group, are the tvo najor leftist te^^rorist 
forces ir Argentina. Their orioins derive from sarlier elemC'*’ts ^^ic.h 
first crganized and conducted operations in the northwestern part of tne 
countrv, orir.arily Tucurran Province. As these inclpient grouos* rurel 
terrorist activitiss failod to excite broad-based supoort, ard in che 

of continued prevaM^nn renime councemeasu'^es, Argentiro ter^orists 
placed greater enphasis on building cffectiv? jrban netuorKs in Cjsnos -Mres, 
Covdobi and other major cities. Terrorists now are active in ooth urb?n 
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and rural arcas, with Tucunan once again being ths principal base of 
rural guerrilla forces. 

Foreign influences vnthln the various Arcentine terrorist groups 
evade facile evaluation. Theorles propounded by Fidel Castro and the 
late Ernesto "Che" Guevara have proved attractive to niany Argentine revo- 
lutionaries. By 1972, sonie degree of Cuban participation, elther in the 
form of Haison, trainlng, or actual operatlonal activity, had been 
uncovered in each of the major Argentine terrorist groups. Interactions 
of various kinds between Argentine terrorists and their counterparts from 
Chile, Bolivla, and Uruguay ore oeriodically reported. Despite thase 
foreign influences and contacts, hoí'/ever, the terrorist problem in Argentina 
remains essentially a national ohenonienon which may be exacerbated but not 
significantly altered by outsida oressures or even'ts. 

The ERP, Montoneros and other terrorist groups, v<hose members 
are predominantly students joined by soma alienated professionals and a 
fsw v/orkars, have set their ultifrate goal as overthrowing the .Argentine 
Qovarnnsnt by forcé. IJ.S. Interests have not been unaffected, hov/ever, 
by Argsntina's worsening security situation. U.S. officials have been 
thrsjtsned, kidnapsd and assassi'nated by terrorists. Anerican comoanies 
and businossmen aUo have been active terrorist targets. As a result of 
these continuing violent actions perpetrated against U.S. officfal and 
prívate representations, considerable nunbers of American businessmen have 
departed the countrv and the U.S. Enibassy staff has been reduced in siae. 

The nature and scope of these anti-U.S. activities are more fully descrioed 
later in this report. 


THE CONTINUING STRUGGLE I 

Juan Perón died before he was able to institutionalize the 
consensüs polltics v/hich had been practicad since his return in 1973. 
President Perón had carefully developed the cooperation and suoport of 
the trade unions, the military, comercial and economic sectors and the 
cauntry*s najor traditional política! parties. V.'hile the Marxist- 
oriented ERP continuad its violent attacks throughout his Presidency, 
Perón was able through a delicate nixture of conciliation and coerción 
to maintdin the support cf many young, radical meírbers of his iriovement. 
Since Perones death and his wife Isabel's assumption of the Presidency, 
the f'/jntoneros have gone underground and staced sporadic spectacular 
terrorist incidents further co.'nplicating and intensifying the security 
challenge faced by Argentina*s security forces. 

4^, Terrorist actions in 1974 of special note inelude the ERP 
leadership’s decisión to emphasl^e rural guerrilla operations in Tucunan 
at the expense of its urban neU-orlcs, the 6 Se.itember "declaration 
•war” by the Montoneras against the Isabel Peron-Lopez Rega regime, the 
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t=?'s reorissl ca-np^íign egainst tlie Argiintine nillilary, and tho ftontoreros’ 
essassinstion of Federal Folie» Chief Villar and his vjife on 1 .'loverbcr. 

Tns EnP'j Tucupian straten;,* and the ►'ontoreros* d.acision to braak v;ith tl’3 
vecinc and co under^round hav» in-^luanced th» natur» and scope of teTO**!': 
actions to the presént; tiiesa and tie other seminal events al so have bad 
animpact uoon Argentín» oolitits. 

Seven hundrec and tvienty iriles nortíiv/est of Buenos Aíras lies 
Tjcu?P 3 r, the ERP's cholee as its base for steooed-up rural guerrilla 
activlties. This bíarxist and other terrorist groups first emerged from 
tna province'S capitel City and 1ts adjacent areas' sugar refinerías and 
cenefields; three heaviU v,poded Tountain ranges seven miles to tie west 
«*'ord-d effective cover fo- rural operatiors. Ou^ing the period 1955- 
lí63, the Argantine nilitary povernneit had s'iut co.m iiore than a third 
of the area's suger mil'S. Out o* th» inevitable economíc deterioration 
ar.d subseauer.t bitterness and resentment \;hich developsd between the 
e’ites svd ‘jcrkers ir. the rsgíon a cadre oF d-’saffectetí persons emerged 
led bv future terrorist Itacets sucfi as-íiario Pooerto Santucho, the ER^’s 
c'esent comnandir. 

Santuc‘io's d^cisi^n sluftini enohasis o- njral operaticns, \n\t^ 
re^ortecilv was made in eai ly 197A, servad to wca!- 2 n the urban struc- 

tjre arel eventual! v saoped its inr.ace of revolut'onary vi tal i ty. To so's 
extent the gains the ERF had nade over the ?*or.tor.5-o5 by its spectactlar 
attacis in 1973, v/hile the young Pcrori:ts sxneri’'snted wlth conciliaticn. 

díininished as the yar/fst graup t irned to the less drai'^atlc tftsh of 
í?jildir»g end trairing a riral guerrilla forcé. Ln Auaust 1974 the ERP 
Test scrís 16 guerrillas ir. a disastrocs confrontation with the Aniiy near 
Catanarca. It was in rep^isal for these deeths that Santucho i?)1tiated 
tne ERP essassination cam-i-ign */h1ch by Dece^íber had clainecl the Hves of 
’O ^nil tarv officers. These assassinatlons ha>-dened Amy altitudes te.^ar-j 
lae E^.^ and unifieci t.he írll'tary against the terrarists. 

Thoijgh '^eluctant to o.nce agai.n becoMe a ieading forcé in tnc 
continuing struggle, the Arry in late January 1975 sought and received 
peiTiission to launch a 5,000 nan canpaiqn aoainst the ER° Guerrillas ir 
TüCüiran. Opsrating in dlfficjlt terrain, the Arqy began its operatior.s 
in early February hooing to sncircle the arca of suspected guerrilla 
concentration and gradually reduce the circle’s ar-a, thsreby oventually 
fjrcinj t.he guerrillas into opsr. cenbat. Roports indícate tne ERP is 
content to reijain essertlally oassive and plctns siir,ply to outlast the 
•inry's caaipalon. ifnile it is in^possible to est1r..-te, the ER?*s guerrillc 
sirength in the Tucunan aree ray total botveei iZO and 15C ?ncn. 

The Tucunar» con'^rontation has producí>d r’ixetí results for both 
ire ArV and the Arr^y cfficials víore claip.i’*'; bv early "ay that 

7'J guerrillas had been raiturrd and tuso executed; i-íhSle sofrs CP.? rnerters 
urdojbtsdly iiave beon hilled, the f'cuve of 70 is orobably an exagaDratio.* 
**:re objective cvaluatioís of the A^r^’s effort co^iclude that toe .Árgcnti*'*' 
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torces in general are ill-tvainsd for combatting guerrilla warfere; jt 
ac 38 ars from ttisse reoorts tfist tbe massive operation niH at best provs 
iñcoriclusive. The ERP also has not orofitsd by thís war of attrition, and 
thfire are signs that its Isadersiitp is now renewino majar orban terrorist 
ections; Santucho allegedly hopes to recoup the group's vibrent inage by 
once ecain scoring real, draisatlc successes agairst the Perón regine. 

Serious obstacles in the forii; of relentless pólice counter- 
<<.easu>‘es face the ERP urbatt networks; AAA c1 andes tiñe activities are 
also tafcing a toll on Marxist as well as Peronist terrorists. Argentina 
Federal Pólice staged a series of raids against ERP units in Buenos Aires 
Frovirce batween lG-19 narch of this jear, Thay confiscated large nutnbers 
of docjneits includinj cRP r.&T.bership 'ísts, codes and secret meeting- 
plscs sddresses; the natsrial obtained vías so exter.sivs that two pólice 
tea'ns reaortsdly viere formad to analvze the caotured infornation, A 
total of aboüt 50 raids took olace and tne col ice recortad the officiel 
arrest of fivs individuáis; 10 othsrs were illegally tíetained. Argentíne 
ajthoríties olanned fyrther raids baseC on leads unccvered from ths data 
gathered. Four tnoníhs earlier» in late Kovember 1974, polica in Córdoba 
had discovered a najor ERP ams cache. Tóese successful initiatives heve 
servad to effectively disrjoí the activities of ERP urban netiorks. 


Radical Peronist5 added to tí’.e turmoil in Argentina in Septamber 
1974 in thsir opeo break with Mrs. Perón and decisión to go underground. 
C'ting a host of government abuses and failures, '«tontonero leader and 
spjkesran Mario Firoiepicli in a clandestine press conference “declared 
viar'' on the regirae. Calling on all radical Peronists to fsllow the 
'lontoneros into violent bpposition, Firmenich recountsd a Ifst of ter¬ 
ror! st actions for which the Montoneros claimed credit. Counted among 
these successes ware a kidnaping, executions of tm ooliceran and the 
thefí of government v;ea?ons djring a raid in La Plata. The 'lontoneros' 
violent statement spared the Perón govariiRent the del icate task of dsclar- 
ing the youtbful Peronist group illegal; it certainl.y expanded the field 
of targets available for the pólice and AAA. 

^ In resDOnse to the cootinued ERP attacks and the 'lontoneros' 
declaration of war, Prs. Perón oushed a svíeeping anti-subversión bilí 
throuoh the Congress in late Gcptefltber 1974. The bilí orovtded the 
rove:‘nment broad nsw noviers, includino the right to inorison acco.-^oliccs 
¿>f guarrillas, recalcitrant strfkers and newsmon v/ho report subversivo 
activities, Bv this tima the AAA had taten credit for the killing of 
ranv leftists and was addinn new victins dail" to its ’VIeath list.'*

offic'ttls and v.*ourcíing a foiirto. Ourlng that sane week, the Montoneros 
k'dnaoed and then kllled U.5. Consular Agent John Cgan in Córdoba, 

Tíiese terrorist activlties,'which were conductor! 1n late 1974 
and early 1975, evidenced an apparent change in the ^lontoneros* strategv. 
Prevlojslv, Montonev*o tergats had larcely beei victíns recnsal attacks, 
high on tho list v.ere assassins, usuaílv Perorist labor and eolítica! 
leaders, who ‘vere instrumental 1n atlacking me'nbars of Peron'‘st youth 
crganlz^t^’ons. The assassinatlon of Eoen and Vta aoparently unprovoked 
morder o*^ three pnl icenen added a substancial!y ne»* d1nersi)n to the 
qrouo**; t^rroHsfn. Ir carlier times the Montoneros had cr,t;cized the 
C9P fz* co^JTiUtinc just such indiscri7inste attacks.

PRESENT SECURITY SITUATION 

^ Argentina as of 30 Way 1975 contirued exoe"Jenc'rg rasioont 
terrorism in Its rajor cities and a sustair.ed confUct of attrltinn 
between its nilitzry and pollcd forces and ERP rural querrlllas in the 
iv)rthv.’estern orovfnce of Tucuman. Betv/eon October 1974 and February 
1975, Argentine security forces scored notable successes against the 
terrorists, carryiog out freauent raicis on safe sites, arrestirg hundreds 
of suspeets, and corfiscating caches of propaganda and v'eaoons. In 
additior tn the Anii-Subvcrsion Laws passed, tn» State of 51 age declared 
on 6 Moveroer, and the Anny's TucuTan campaign launchecl in February of 
thís year, the govemnant ronr<ulated a líationel Befense la., in Decamber 
1974, Li^grading its countertenn^rist canabllitles by iisticuting badly 
needsd coordination among the Intelligence anrs of the Federal Pólice, 
the rilitary and the State Secretariat for IntelHcenre (51 DI), hevsr- 
theless. tne Kidnsr-murder of li.S. Consular Agent Égen and tns subsequent 
SíOate n*-' oolitical assassinatlors reduce the credibllitv of optimistic 
coverrnert statemenes predicting an early end to domcstic violeoce. 
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Intentlons and Ccpabilities of the major írgentine terrorist groups 
are sunired un briefly in the follov;inp paragraphs. 

ERF 

464» By April 1975 ER? leader Santucha reportedly concluded that his 
earlier decisión to concéntrate alirost exclusively on rural guerrilla 
v.-arfare had not produced the desired results and, in fact, had con-pHcated 
the Harxist group's problens. In his plans to refocus on urban terrorism, 
Santucho's primary targets by area are supposedly tha Greater Buenos Aires 
area, Rosario, Salta and Córdoba. To carry out ‘hese futura attacks, 

Santucl:o heads a oroup that reportedly has six conpanies operating In 
T-icuiran and another half-dozen spread throughout other Argentina provinces. 

The cRP may also have up to a 1,000 man reserve combatant forcé for urban 
opsrations. It is believed an ERP conpany usually oossesses a minlmua; 
strenjih of 70 individuáis and a maxiipum of 120. 

The ERP tíenonstrated a continuad capabllitv to conduct urban 
lerrorisn v;ith its 13 /'pn’l 1975 raid against an army af^enal in San Lorenzo. 
The raid vías considered to be very successful, as the terrorUts held the 
clapot for about three hours and seiíed a large nunber of ’ieapons, amuni- 
tion and other milltary equtpnent. This type of successful operation 
smboldens the oroup and strangthens 1t with addltional supolies. Despite 
the süccesses of Arqentine security autno’^ities In preceding months, it 
is obvious that at least sonie ERP units naintain the caoability to conduct 
s^qnificant terrorist operatlons agalnst hlqh-priority targets. 

Montonoros 


l/hile the ERP has been Involved in strategy revisión^ tha Mon¬ 
toneros havs staged a series of spectacular terrorist attacks. Soj^e 
reports indícate that Montonero leaders bel leve the Pe»'on regime is near 
collapse and that further violence will contnbute to its denise. Qthers 
sugoest the Montoneros' more íirnediate goals are zo maintain their opera- 
tional caoabtllties and to retalíate against governnent-tnsplred attacks 
on radical Peronists. In any case, th1s extremist, violent approach has 
caused serlous polltical problems for the ítontoneros* legal apparats, the 
surface organizations of the Revolutionary Tendencv (LTT) cf the Peronist 
novenent. Unity within the group as a v»hole mav be thrsatenad as the 
continued terrorism places those persons v/orking openly in various student 
and laoor organizations in evcr more dangerous positions. The left-wing 
^oronist coalltion's fallure at the polis on 13 ¿pril 1975 in Misiones 
díd rüth’no to boost the fortunes of those in tha -novc-ent favoring non- 
violent Tcthods. 

The líontoneros ancf ERP have coordinatec various ooe»“at1ons; In 
general, however, they remaln competitive within the contsxt of ^rgentina*s 
revolutlonary left. While the lRP nay bolster its forces by allying with 
variDus small Trotskyite groups, the Montoneros will likely carry on the

In mounting their terror i st ooerations, the f*on:oneros hava a 
considerable forcé to drav. upon. An official Argentine Intelligence 
estinate prepared in Octoter 1974 esti»"3ted the njniber o* **or.tonaro com- 
batants as beinr about 2,000-2,500, a forcé supoorted by soné 12,000- 
15,000 active s^'nnathizers. Related orqanizations identified by the 
officlal report induded the LTP. and Juventud Percnista (JP) as politlcal 
crcups: Juventud Trabajadora Peronista (JTP), a labo»* grcuo; Juventud 
Ur.ive‘'sitdria Peronista (Oü?) and the Un^on de Estudiantes Siciinclarios 
(’JES), tv'S stuclsnt organizatlons; the rural-based ‘lovimiento de Inquilinos 
Peronistas (MiP), a tenant fanr.ers* r.o/enent; Mr«v1r«2ntc de Villeros 
Peronistas (’'VP), a slun dviellars rovement; a vrOii;?.n*5 groiip called 
Agrupación Evita; and a childr’en's *k)vfmiento Infantil. The JP and JU° 
have berra the brunt of rigit^winc terrorist attacks. 

Otligy* Left-I41nc Terrorist Groups 

Less current infotTiation is available on the cacabll ities of 
the ran« sr^ller left-winj terrorist nroups in Argantina. Ovsrshadood 
by the largar, walJ-kno,ni EíP and ''lontonaros, these other térrorist unii,* 
noretbelass hava achievsd real successos in carry'r'- out ijolated but 
sicni'icant tsrron'st attacks. This aric-f rundo n en so-'ic of these 
snaller tarrorist eleflsnts is laroely based on the officiel Arcentins 
report prepared in October 1974 which was referred to in the nr^esoin? 
oaracraoh. 


Peronist Amad Fortes (FA*’) 

W FAP is One of the more brutal Argentine terrorist groups. 

S1nce 1t we Míls its targets than seehs lucrativa ransoms, FA!' 

tends to be finsncially dependent or other grouos. ín the past FAP 
reportedly received financial support fron: the Uruguayan Tupararos and 
rore recently has obtained assistánce fro’»' the LRP. Its str^nnth as o^ 
early October 1974 v/as estirated to be ahout ¿00 corbatrints supportei bv 
some 1,000 active sympathizers. 

Arpentine Forces for Liberation (FAl)

the c’-nup and its several factinns do CTrduct spo'adic activities in 
central and northern provincial canitals. FAL c? tjatants as of ea-ly 
October 1974 totoled scrc I50-2Q0 nenbers; about 803-1,000 active 
th’zars supportcd thoir oceratiors. 
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22 AuqüSt Liberation Amv (EL-22) 

In 1974, at its first oarty con^ress, this Qrojo 
chanqed its najna from the 22 Auqust People's Revolutlonary Arniy; it 
brokc V'.ith the ERP over nolicy towards the Marcn 1973 electi'ons, cL-Z2 
is a puré terrorist group without significan! connections v/ith any políti¬ 
ca!, labor or student organízatlons. This snall group, which possesses 
.00 dearlv defined independent política! image, possessed a forcé 1n 
October 1974 of about 50 conibatants backed by some 150-200 active sympa- 
thizers. 


Tols sunwTiary constitütes only an incomplete and very brief 
Oütline of the more significant smaller Argentine terrorist groups, It 
avoids in-deptn analyses of the numerous factlons vihich exist wlthin t iese 
rovffnents. Conpeting pe'^sonal loyalties and differing id^logies vnli 
probably lead to the fo)'fnation of further splInter terrorist groups in 
Vgentina.

Conrnjnist ATI lance. Ostensibly a group of orivate citizens of right-wing 
pcriuaiion, the .A11 lance 1n reality is a covert counterterrorlst aroi of 
the gcvarnment, and apoarently functions v.'ith guidance frort the ninisterial 
leveí, The PM appears to be a loose collectlon of death squads consisting 
of federal and provincial pólice, intelliosnce psrsonnel, retired nilitary 
and right-zing únionists. It has clalned responslbility for dozens of 
nurders, kidnapfncs and bonbinos during the past year or so, Daath llsts 
oublicly issued by the AAA in íiay 1975 threatened artists, writsrs, actors 
and journalists, who reacted wíth a series of strikes, petitions, speeches 
and calis for & government investigation. Critics point out that vzhile 
hardly a day passes without a government annou.icanent that a group of 
leftists has been arrestad, not a single arrest has been claimed ñor a 
single case solved involvlng terrorist acts attributed to the rightist 
group. The !tontoneros' statement Included as Appendix Z of this study 
describes In sotre detall, thouqh with obvious bias, acts perpetrated by 
the AAA. 


^ In late May a comitiunique allegedly issued by the AAA 
called for a 90-day cease-fire, possibly in response to rising political 
pressures on the Peron-Lopez lega reglire over the continue-d daily carnage 
plaguing the cotntry. Since Paron's deat.h on 1 July 197^, the total 
indeed has been high. The English language Buenos Aires Herald publlshed 
figures on 30 May showing that at least 503 lives have been lost during 
tne last 11 nonths es a result of terrorist acts. Of the total, according 
to the newsoaper, 190 vzere identifiably leftist and another 91 oresuned 
leftists ’./hó were killed in ginfights vT.th euthorlties. Only 38 reportedly 
v/ers confit^ied right-wingars and thus supposedly targets of leftist ter- 
rorists. Other victlms cited 1n the oaper included 54 ooHceren, 22

States' official presence and American economic interests In that country. 
The assassination of Consular Agent Egaii deimnstrated the vulnsrability 
of A/nericans to terrorist attacks, The U. 5 . Enbassy has reduced its size 
conside'‘abV» in the oast twelve months, once -ollowing the kidnaainc of 
O.S. official Laun in Córdoba in April 1974 , anc ajain after the 1 ‘¡ove'Sar 
assassination of Federal Pólice Chief Villar, l-tóst sxecutives v<ith large 
American firns have left the country, though about 40 to 50 of th®*^ still 
re.iiin in Argentina. !n cortrast to officials and toc-levsl Anerican 
fuanegars, mst of the aoproxlrately 4,000 other nan-offic’al 'rerican 
citizens resident in Argentina are noC cmsidered s'/nbo 1 ically signifi- 
cant terrorist targets, tliougn A"ierican cocrmjnltv Isaaers are regularlv 
briafed on the local security siluation.

The Egan murdar so far this year has been the raajor anti-Ü.S. 
act perpetrated by Argsntine terrorists. Mr. tgan had been fulfllling 
the role of Consular Ágent in Córdoba and was not a career dtploniat. He 
acted as advi ser to persons who had problents with obtaining U.S. visas. 

On the day following bis Itidnapiiig, Córdoba nev/spapers recaí ved a 
lionteneros’ cowjunique demanding tliat the Argentine governnent produce 
four allegedly imprisoned guerrillas within a short time pariod In exchangB 
for the "Honorary Cónsul’s" release. In the samg communique the Montoneros 
stetad that Egan had been condemned to death. 

Three araied Montoneros, tv¡3 men and a wonan, had enterad Egan's 
Córdoba horae and forcsfully abducted him. Starting froin the momant H 
vías learned that the Consular Agent had been kidnaped, Argentine pólice 
forces carried out roadblock operations dovering all major escape routes 
froir the City and siraultanaously staged nusvarous operations to detect 
his kidnapers. These and other efforts were all to no avail. On the 
eveiiirg of 23 February, Egan was killed with a shot from a callber 
gun with a hollow projcctile. Egan's body was discouered that sane night 
wranped in a ’lOntdnero flag, atandoned ir brush behind a hicycle path.

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APPENDIX III 
»^ONT0HER0 STATEHEMT 


The follov/ing is an English translation of a letter malled to 
the U.S. Embassy in Buenos Aires 1n early Apríl 1975, purportedly by 
the fionconeros. It provides a short history of the AAA and soms detalls 
of Its activitíes and victlms. Except for a minor reference to the CIA, 
the letter attaches no culpability to the U.S. for AAA activitíes. The 
letter portrays the degree of comnitment and intenslty of emotions shared 
by the terrorist groups, and for this reason has been Included as an 
appendix to this report. 

On this date, the "Gustavo Natalio Stenfer" combat unit, 
integrated by the platoons "Atilio López" and "Julio Troxier," 
of the MONTONEROS organization, launched an attack against the 
Operating Chief of the "Alianza Anticomunista Argentina," elso 
known as "AAA," Conrtissioner of Pólice Major Juan Pamon Morales. 
During the ambush, the unexpected action of military troops 
which carne to help this slnister murderer, made it inpossible 
to complete the execution. As a consequence of the struggle 
the death took place of Lleutenant Colonel Colombo, in charge 
of the men in the "Dirección Reronta" as v/ell as of one of 
the bodyguards of Comnissioner Major Morales, vího vjas Kounded. 
Another member of his numerous custody vías al so wounded. 

There were no deaths or wounded persons in the Combat Unit of 
our Organization. 


LOPEZ REGA. THE PQLITICAL HEAD OF AAA 

The AAA was born imnediately after May 25, 1973,as the armed 
branch of the Social Welfare MInister José López Rega's 
politics. 

The purgóse of this politics is to destroy Peronism, distorting 
its polltical valúes, depriving it of its social contents and 
Identifying its economic purooses witli those of American 
imperialism. 


Theoretically it is a caricature of Fascism, which has been 
expressiy asserted by López Rega's ideological spokesmen; 
the "Las Cases" and "El Caudillo" papers. In practica it 
adulterates the acting and governing channels of Peronism, 
it liquidates its histórica! structures and prosecutes and 
exterminates its best men. 
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HOH THE "AAA" WS BORM 

Immediately after assuniing hfs position as Minisíer of Social 
'•telfare, LOPEZ REGA evidenced an.obsessive desire to create 
Its own "nilitarj' power" equivalent to the Nazi SS. 

Lacking niajor support, and while he planned to get control of 
the Federal Pólice, he had to satisfy himself with creating 
a parallel pólice forcé wlthin the Ministry. For that purpose 
he chose Commissioner VILLAR, whose brutal methods were well 
known by popular militants during LANUSSE's dictatorship. 

Cotnmissioner VILLAR surrounds himself with the dregs of three 
gensrations of policemen: about a hundred fomer policemen 
who had been discharged without honors, subject to legal 
processes and even jalled as thieves, "Mexicans," smugglers, 
drug traffickers and pimps. 

For these reasons, and a f«y more, retired sub-Conmissioner 
MORALES and retired sub-lnspector Rodolfo Eduardo Almiron 
managed to reach outstanding positions. 

MORALES was appointed Security Chief of the Social Helfare 
Ministry, \yhile ALMIRON entered the Presidential corps of 
bodyguards. At the death of General Perón he displaced 
Juan Esquer and currently holds omnipotent powers on the body¬ 
guards surrounding the President Isabel Martínez. 

To reach those high positions it was essential to destroy their 
relativa records, which were stained with shameful crimes, and 
it made a laughing stock of the pólice grades, the model of 
which was LOPEZ REGA himself, who was promoted fron retired 
corporal to General Commissioner. On October 11, 1973, through 
Decree No. 1858, MORALES and ALMIRON were reinstated to the 
Federal Pólice. In a few months MORALES jumped two grades 
{from sub-Convnissioner to Inspector Commissioner) and ALMIRON 
four (from sub-lnspector to sub-Commissioner). 

The assault forces under LOPEZ REGA and VILLAR acted in Ezeiza, 
on June ZO, 1973, with the tragic results we know. But it 
ivas only in September 1973, that the "AAA" was finally struc- 
tured, under the political command of fiinister LOPEZ REGA, the 
supervisión of Conmlssioner VILLAR and military coaching of 
Commissioner MORALES and ALMIRON. 

The appointment of VILLAR as chief of the Federal Pólice and 
of General Commissioner Luis MARGARIDE as underchief, asserted 
at the beginning of 1974 the full power of Minister LOPEZ REGA 
on the most important pólice organization of the country and 
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represented a return to ttíe oíd anti-Peronist "gorilas,” and 
their repressiví aethods. Fron that tiñe, the AAA enjoyod the 
internal structore of the Federal Pólice and was assured the 
complete mpuntty for its crimes. For exaiitple, vihenever the 
AAA decided to "opérate" in a civen area, the pólice stations 
received instructions not to patrol said area. 

At the same time, even the Presidential bodyguards. through 
ALMISOM, «ere incorporated to the AAA, through milHary and 
policemeri, about vihotn the people shall be duly informed as 
justice is heifK done. 

A» ANTIPERONIST ALLIANCE 

The AAA laade its oublic appearance in Octoher 1973, attacking 
and nearly murdering Radical Senator Hipólito SoJari Yrigoyeñ, 
linked to the defense of the Trelew martyrs. Its real ofgani* 
zation, though, was carried out beb»een ílovenber 1973 and 
July 1974, through a series of attacks which, as evidenced by 
their very up-to-date and povferful weapons, clearly excesded 
the scope of the forces nhich, as the Organization Coimand and 
the OH, had protected so far the right wing “gorila" and 
reactionary vancuard. 

Scores of sites of the "Juventud Peronista," "OTP" and "JüP" 

Viere dynamited. Five bombings during the dawn of Decenber 13 
and nineteen during January 26, 1974 signalled the start of an 
escalation of violence from which no "Unidad Basice" or any of 
the press organs of the authentical Peronisro managsd to escape. 

The first execution clearly marksd with the "AAA" trademark 
y<as the imirder of the priest Carlos Mujica, ambushed at the 
entrence of a church, in 1974, as retaliation for having objected 
to the policy of l'inister López Raga as regarded for "shanty 
towns" (villas) and for having condanned the nurder of "villero'' 
Alberto CiíEJOLAfl, during Harch of that year. 

On July 31, the AAA murdered in the center of downtown and two 
blocks away from Pólice Station 15th, the Peronist Dsputy 
Rodolfo Ortega Pena. 

On August 6 and 7 kidneped and irurdered in La Plata the Peronist 
militants Horacio Chaves, Rolando Chaves, Luis Macor and Carlos 
Pierini, v/hose corpses, sadistically rautilatsd, wsre found in 
differcnt empty lots. 

On August 22, the "tontoñeros militants Eduardo Becksrman and 
Pablo Van Lferde were kidnaped and murdered in Ouilmes. On 
Septemher 7, 1974, the AAA placed a bcmb in the fíat of the 
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Dean of the Buenos Aires University, Raúl Laguzzi, and Icilled 
his baby son Pablo, four months oíd. 

On Septenber 11, Dr. Curuchet, legal counssl for the mechani- 
cal workers in Córdoba, was kldnapsd and murdered wíth a vollsy 
of shots. On Septembsr 16, Atilio topea, Vice-Governor untll 
he Mas destituted by the pólice sedition coimianded by Colonel 
navarro, was kldnaped from the hotel where he was staylng and 
his body appeared afterwardsj badly shot. 

On Septenber 20 Julio Troxler was murdgred and on Octnber 13, 
Pedro Barraza. Hhat all these nen had 1n coimon was the fact 
that they were Peronists and during two decades partidpated 
in a struggle to which Minister LOPEZ RE6A was alien. He 
vras never sent to jai!, never tortured, never coomitted in 
any llberating project, but he wanaged to Infíltrate himself 
at the side of General PERON. The events reveal more eloquently 
than “coRinunlcatlons'' and wltten initlals, the real essence 
of this organization that startsd by calling itself “Antl- 
Imperialist All lance," then "Antl-Coinminlst All lance" and is, 
in fact, an "Artl-PerónIst Alli anee" «hfch has taken hold of 
the goverranent over the blood and sacrifices of authentic 
Peronists. 

ISABEL MARTINEZ; AN ACCOMPLICE 


The methods used by the AAA tnade routine of the procedure whereby 
a people's miíitant man is violently removed from his homa by a 
group of men who exhibít official documents and use ultramodern 
cars. He then surfaces in the empty lots of Lugano or in the 
Ezelza swiinmlng pools, his hands tied behind his back, blind* 
folded, and with the body perforated by thirty, fifty and even 
one hundred shots of the most modern ffrearms. 

As from Oecember last, the AAA incorporated a perversa modality, 
learned from the CIA, that mass-executes people using explosiva 
charges on the bodies of three and even five persons tied 
together. 

Even though most victims were Peronists, other militants have 
not been spared: members of the PRT, delegates from the PST, 
activists from the Communist Party and even leaders of the 
FIP and the "Revolutfonary Coiranunist Party." 

Either dlrectly or througb different groups which have adopted 
their techniques, the AAA, in eight months, has murdered 150 
persons, Only in Oecember 1974 their victims numbered t\'/enty- 
nine. They have built their own jails, where they keep conderoned 
men for wseks at a time, until their bodies are found somewhere. 
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They have attacked foreign citizens that tried to ffnd a haven 
in our country, from (feneral Prats, Mínister of the 'dar of 
President Allende, up to fotner "Tupamaros." Tliey have even 
taken the liberty to air ship to Uruguay five prisoners, to 
be executed by ths arny of that country, after its Kilitary 
Attache was murdered in Parfs. 

Yet none of the AAA membsrs have been detained, none of their 
headquarters has been burglarized, none of its menbers has 
been officially identified. If no other evidences were avail- 
able, those are enough to assujne that THE AAA IS TtíE GOVERHhEHT. 

But there are other evidences, and President Isabel 'WRTlflEZ 
is aware of them, at least from the last muí ti par ty (Beeting, 
when Doctor Ricardo Balbin delivered to her a confidential 
report contai ning the nanes of the AAA msmbers, headed by 
LOPEZ REGA, Morales and Altai ron, and the individuáis vfho 
constitute her guard and surround her every day. After that, 
Isabel MARTINEZ did not receive BALBIN again and she is now 
etther the direct accomplice of the AAA laurders or at least 
their accessory after the fact. It may al so be that doe to 
her intímate associatior with Mínister LOPEZ RE<tA she may shars 
its poli ti cal leadership. 

MHO IS MORALES 


He represents the typical AAA raember. At the beginnfng of ths 
60’s and together with sub-Inspector ALMíROH, sub-officer 
Edwin EARQUARSOHN (now an active manber of the AAA} and others, 
they constituted a group that was closely associated to the 
gang of the Miguel Prieto, delinquent, alias "El loco" (the 
Crazy Man). VIher their criminal activities were oncovered, 
thanks to the disloyalty of one of their ovm members, they 
started to massacre their forroer conpanions. There is a long 
list of victíffls, all of which were fotind in eopty lots, sadis- 
ticali y shot and with their hands tied and burned. This 
culminated in the Villa Devoto Peniteñeiary, where "Crazy 
Prieto" "conimitted suicide" ... by being buVnt alive ... 

Though they were legally prosecuted, and found innocent, nobody 
daubted that they were guilty of the very crimes they were 
ccmmitted to prosficute, as manbars of the pólice forcé. This 
was reasssrted vhen MORALES was again detained and processed 
in 1963, as thief and snuggler of motorcars. 

The record of hís disciple ALHIRQN, Chief of bodyguards of tos 
President Isabal MARTINEZ, is enually shamsful. In addition to 
a similar record, there is a very strange circonstance in his 
criminal carear: he oarticipated in the murder of Eari Pavis,
